ORIGIN OF CHARTEEPARTIES. 


An ‘address .on bills of ladin was de- 
livered at the City of London College on 
October, 16th’ to ‘members. of the grain 
trade by “Mr, J. C. Singer. Sir, Ernest 

Glover was in the chair. After dexerib- 
ing in detail the features of bills of Iad- 
ing, Mr. Singer declared that the widely- 
accepted story that rterparties were 
at first cut in two, one-half being handed 
to.the master and the other to the cargo 
owner, was a fable. ‘He suggested that 
the contract was written out twice’on a 
single sheet of paper ‘and ‘that it’ was
